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The number of reported cases of infectious hepatitis for 
the current week is 574. For the comparable week las t year 
the figure was 375 and the median figure for 1954-58 was 543 
cases. The cumulative number of cases for the 4 weeks of 1959 
is 63 percent higher than the figure for the comparable 4 
weeks of 1958. The increased incidence is evident in all the 
geographic divisions. The largest percentage difference between 
1958 and 1959 figures is for the West North Central Division, 
but also the New England, Middle Atlantic, East North Central, 
South Atlantic, Mountain, and Pacific Divisions have sub­
stantially la rger figures for 1959. Except for several oc­
casional weeks, since July 1958 the number of cases r e ­
ported each week has consistently exceeded the figures for 
the comparable week of the previous year. So far in 1959 the 
weekly figures have been close to the median figures for the 
period 1954-58. Although the largest number of cases has been

reported in the Pacific Division, that a re a ’s percentage of the 
total for the Nation is  less than it was in 1958.

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Influenza
Dr. E. D. Kilboume, Cornell University Medical College, 

New York City, has reported 2 cases of influenza in 18-year- 
old American high school g irls  who had been in Oslo for 6 
months. They left Norway co return  to the United States via 
Rotterdam, The ship sailed from Rotterdam on January 15 and, 
because of a storm y crossing, did not dock at New York City 
until January 25. On January 24 one of the g irls  became ill with 
fever and aching. The other g irl became acutely ill after de-

barking from the ship. The firs t of these 2 cases had chills, 
fever up to 102° F ., muscle soreness, slight cyanosis, and dry 
cough. The symptoms lasted 72 hours. The second case, which 
was more severe, was hospitalized. P rostration and fever up 
to 104° F. were observed but the duration of illness was only 
72 hours. Throat washings were obtained from both students on 
January 27 and inoculated into 11-day-old chick embryos and 
monkey kidney tissue culture. After a 72-hour incubation, virus 
was demonstrable in eggs inoculated with washings from the 
second case with severe symptoms. This virus is  inhibited in 
HI tests by antiserum  directed against the Jap 305 strain  of 
type A influenza virus. No other serologic tests have been 
made.

The g irl from whom virus was isolated was vaccinated 
with 2 one-half m illiliter doses of monovalent Asian strain  
influenza virus vaccine in the fall of 1957. She had no clinical 
influenza In 1957 o r early  1958. This patient has returned to 
her home in Portland, Oregon, and the other to Minnesota.

This is  the f irs t  isolation of the Asian strain of influenza 
A virus reported in the United States this season.

The Naval Air Facility, McMurdo Sound, Antartica, has 
reported 10 cases of influenza-like illness. No laboratory 
confirmation of diagnosis was reported.

Salmonella
Dr. John Mason, New Mexico Department of Public 

Health, supplied additional information about the isolation of 
Salmonella from a powdered scram bled egg product. The 
initial report, week ended October 4, 1958, stated S. reading 
had been isolated from a previously unopened package of the 
egg product. In an examination of 18 additional previously 
unopened packages, Salmonella organism s were isolated from 
9 as follows: S. reading from 5, S. montevideo from 2, S. 
muenchen from 1, and an atypical group C i Salmonella 
species from another package.

Infectious hepatitis
The M ississippi Morbidity Report, week ended January 23, 

1959, states that Dr. Alton Cobb, Sunflower County, reported the 
occurrence of 9 cases of infectious hepatitis during a 2-week 
period. The infections were associated with an elementary

school. Seven of the cases were in mem bers of 2 fam ilies. A 
high school student with the illness has close association with 
one of the families. The other case occurred during the same 
period but seemed unrelated. Further studv is underway.

Blastomycosis-
Dr. N. H. Dyer, West Virginia Director of Health, reported 

a case of blastomycosis in a 51-year-old white male. The man 
consulted a physician some 15 months ago about what appeared 
to be a skin cancer around the left nostril. The lesions were 
dark and rather purple. At that time he did not assent to the 
physician’s request for a biopsy. He was next seen by the 
physician about 2 weeks ago when a biopsy was performed 
and a diagnosis of North American blastomycosis was made. 
The lesions were invading the septum of both nostrils and 
had entered the left maxillary and frontal sinuses. He is 
presently under treatm ent. The man’s history revealed that 2 
years ago while visiting in the area of Chicago a sm all pimple 
developed on his left nostril. He scratched the pimple and the 
resulting lesion has been spreading progressively since that 
time.

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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 114 
m ajor c ities of the United States by week for the current year, 
a 5-week moving average of these figures plotted at the central 
week and an adjusted average, 1954-58, for comparison. The 
adjusted average is computed as follows: From the total deaths 
reported each week for the years 1954-58, 3 central figures 
a re  selected by eliminating the highest and lowest figures re ­
ported for that week. A 5-week moving average of the arith­
metic means of the 3 central figures is then computed. The 
adjusted average shown in the chart is this moving average in­
creased by 2.3 percent to allow for estim ated population growth 
in the cities.

The use of the adjusted average is based on the assumption 
that the crude death rate and changes in population will remain 
at the level of recent years. No allowance has been made for 
Increased use of city hospital facilities.

Table 4 shows the number of death certificates received 
during the week indicated for deaths that occurred In a speci­
fied city. Figures compiled in this way, by week of receipt, 
usually approximate closely the number of deaths occurring 
during the week. However, differences are to be expected be­
cause of variations in the Interval between death and receipt 
of the certificate and because of incomplete reporting due to 
holidays or vacations. If a report is not received from a city 
In time to be included in the total for the current week an e s ti­
mate is made for use in plotting the figure in the chart.

The number of deaths in c ities of the same size may also 
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex composi­
tion of the populations, and because some cities are  hospital 
centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from year to 
year in the number of deaths may be due in part to population 
increases o r decreases

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SOURCE AND NATURE OF MORBIDITY DATA

These provisional data are based on reports to the Public 
Health Service from health departments of each State and of 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico. They give the total number of cases of 
certain communicable diseases reported during the week usually 
ended the preceding Saturday. Cumulative totals are routinely 
revised to include corrected and revised figures and delayed 
reports. In table 1, data for Alaska are included for 1959 but 
not for prior years. In table 2, total figures for the United 
States and die Pacific Division include figures for Alaska for 
1959 only. Cases of anthrax, botulism, and rabies in man are 
not shown in table 2, but a footnote to table 1 shows the States 
reporting these diseases. When diseases of rare occurrence 
(cholera, dengue, plague, louse-borne relapsing fever, sm all­
pox, louse-borne epidemic typhus, and yeUow fever) are re­
ported, this will be noted below table 1.
